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At Brant Meeting 


Criticize Acceptance 
Of New Application 



Legal aid will be sought by the 
Southern Alberta Development and 
Protective Association to protest 
an application by the Rock Lake 
Hutterian Brethren of Wrentham 
to buy 5,550 acres of land near 
Brant and form a new colony. 

The land is already occupied by 
members of the Hutterian Bre¬ 
thren, who made an application to 
purchase the land in 1964. The 
Hutterites’ claim to the land has 
failed in both the Supreme Court 
of Alberta and the Appeal Court 
and is to be heard before the 
Supreme Court of Canada in 
February. 

At a meeting attended by about 
35 persons at Brant last Friday 
evening, the feeling was expressed 
that the new application to buy 
the land and form a colony should 
not be heard by the Communal 


Property Control Board until a 
decision has been handed down by 
the Supreme Court. Action of the 
Control Board in accepting the 
new application at this time was 
criticized by Steve Dixon, associa¬ 
tion president, who felt that the 
association's submissions could be 
in vain if the same thing happen¬ 
ed as in Clive recently, when the 
establishment of a colony was 
approved in spite of numerous 
objections. 

The provincial government has 
assured the association that “the 
letter of the law will be upheld" 
if the Supreme Court. decision is 
against the Hutterites, said Mr. 
Dixon, but the permanent nature 
of buildings constructed since 1964 
on the proposed colony site makes 
him feel that "something is not as 
it should be.”

Great rows of blue spruce, 
pondorosa pine and other ever¬ 
greens surrounded huge plantings 
of gladioli, roses, lilies and stun¬ 
ning annual displays. 

Later the party went by car 
to view the lush vegetable and 
fruit sections, which were loaded 
with crop. Long rows of Man¬ 
churian Elm, apple, apricot and 
many others bore evidence of 
much research and hard work.

Many trees are sent to the Agri¬ 
cultural Department at Edmonton 
for distribution to farmers 
throughout the province.

Railway Sets 
New Record In 
Grain Loadings 

Canadian Pacific grain loadings 
in Alberta during the 1966-67 crop 
year totalled 76,378 cars, 12,499 
more than the 63,879 loaded in 
1965-66, the previous record year. 

Expressed in bushels, the figures 
compiled today showed loadings of 
152,756,000 during the crop year 
ending July 31, 24,798,000 more 
than the 127,758,000 loaded in the 
previous record crop year. 

By the end of the crop year, 
and in many cases weeks before 
it, every Canadian Pacific station 
in Alberta had reached the maxi¬ 
mum shipping quota of eight plus 
bushels per acre for all farmers 
in Its territory. 

Loadings in the Lethbridge 
division totalled 29,162 carloads, 
compared with 24,676 the previous 
year, while the Medicine Hat 
division showed an increase of 
6,033 carloads at 27,859, the Ed¬ 
monton division was 13,037, com¬ 
pared with 11,904| the previous 
year, and the Calgary division was 
up 847 to 6,330.

Anticipating that the change¬ 
over to the new system may cause 
a few "headaches" for both stu¬ 
dents and teachers until it is 
operating smoothly, Mr. Husby 
invites students and their parents 
to bring any problems, suggestions 
or criticisms to his office so that 
all possible points of irritation will 
be removed before the start of the 
1968-69 sc hool year. 

The benefits of the semester 
system far outnumber any adverse 
points, says the principal. Many 
schools in the province have gone 
on the semester system and none 
have ever thought of returning to 
the old system, he said. Pupils and 
teachers are in general agreement 
that the system of two semesters 
a year is very satisfactory. 

The semester system makes 
student attendance even more im¬ 
portant than it was under the old 
system, as one day missed in a 
semester is the same as missing 
two days under the former system. 
This fact should be realized by 
students and parents and every 
effort made for prompt and regu¬ 
lar student attendance at classes.

warble larvae that bore into the 
calves after the date of treatment. 

The systemic insecticides cur¬ 
rently registered for warble grub 
control are Co-Ral spray and 
pour-ons of Rui-lcnc and Neguvon 
Early treatment is advocated with 
all of these, but treatment after 
November is not advisable. The 
treatment need not be in July or 
early August but, where feasible, 
more use should be made of the 
period between mid-August and 
mid-October. 

Early treatments reduce the 
incidence of side-effects that 
sometimes result from the reaction 
of the animal to the dead grubs 
within their body. In the ex¬ 
perience of the research station 
experiments no side effects re¬ 
sulted from the treatments that 
were applied before mid-October, 
but the number of cases increased 
as the date of treatment was ad¬ 
vanced into fall and winter. 

Calves treated early in the sea¬ 
son ar<* able to return to suckling 
and avoid the stress of treatment 
that would be added to the 
stresses of weaning and shipping. 
The early treatment of cailves also 
reduces the cost of treatment be¬ 
cause the amount of insecticide 
used is based on weights of the 
cattle treated. 

Perhaps the greatest bonus of 
early treatment for warble grubs 
is that more effective control of 
cattle lice is also obtained. It has 
been observed at the Research 
Station that August or September 
treatment of calves suppressed the 
louse populations to the point 
where no further treatment was 
required. In ceWaxt, November 
and December treatments often 
permitted louse populations to 
make a comeback and cause dif¬ 
ficulties In Ute winter when treat¬ 
ment Is Impractical.

Dear Homemaker, 

Are You Chairman of the Bored? 

Women’s organizations seem to 
have a common problem — “how 
do we get more women in the 
community to join our group, par¬ 
ticularly younger women? I won¬ 
der if part of the problem isn’t 
a lack of a goal in meetings. 

A few years ago, women Joined 
organizations simply for a chance 
to visit with their neighbors once 
in a while. Today, television pro¬ 
vides company and many Interest¬ 
ing programs for homemakers and 
many women no longer feel either 
isolated or in need of visiting 
through a club. 

With our pace of living today, 
many homemakers feed their time 
is too valuable to be spent at 
meetings of women’s organizations. 
This is especially true if the 
group doesn’t offer a stimulating 
afternoon. 

One of the best ways to ensure 
meetings that will be of interest 
to a group of varying ages is to 
plan your program for the year. 
Perhaps the following list will 
help spruce up your meetings. 

(1) Start the meeting on time! 
Not having started meetings 
promptly in the past will lead 
people to think it’s alright to 
arrive anytime. 

(2) Limit the length of the busi¬ 
ness meeting. Most business meet¬ 
ings need last no longer than 20-30 
minutes. 

(3) The secretary and president 
should plan an agenda and stick 
to It. Madame chairman will need 
to be firm in keeping the discus¬ 
sion to the topic at hand. Lists 
should be made of the new busi¬ 
ness and old business lo be taken 
up. 

(4) To prevent dull meetings, 
have a theme, something that 
stands out. 

(5) Keep your program varied: 

(a) Learn a new craft. Every 
community has at least one mem¬ 
ber who does a form of craft that 
will be new to the group. It's fun 
to learn something different. 

(b) Read a controversial book and 
discuss the pros and cons at the 
meeting. One that comes to mind 
Is "The Comfortable Pew” which 
caused so much discussion of late. 

(c) Plan a “make-over” meeting. 
A11 of us have dresses that need 


lengthening or Shortening — a 
difficult job to do alone. So why 
not bring them to the meeting. 

(d) Impromtu speaking can be 
educational and lots of fun. 

(e) Have a guest speaker and 
allow time for questions. You 
might ask a lawyer, public health 
nurse, doctor, teacher, minister or 
home eegnomist to speak on a 
topic of interest to the group. 
These people will be honored to 
be asked to contribute to your 
program. However, be courteous 
— they don't want to listen to 
an hour or more of your business 
meeting before you get around 
to them. 

Share your fellowship with 
those who will enjoy it. Go as a 
group to a hospital or senior citi¬ 
zens’ home as part of your 
meeting. 

A well-planned meeting is a 
work of art. Everyone goes home 
feeling they have spent a wonder¬ 
ful afternoon in the company of 
good friends.

We urge and appeal to every Milo citizen to 
co-operate with the Village Council in getting these 
young offenders’ license numbers or names. Please 
turn this information in to the Village Council, who 
will turn it over to the R.C.M.P. so that action may 
be taken against the offenders. This applies to all 
motor vehicles speeding in the village, including cars, 
trucks and all types of motor bikes.
